While W8 must admonish the students for apathy 
insofar as apathy contributed to the failure of the 
Student Bill of Rights, we must strongly condemi 
those student leaders who, in spite of their committ- 
ments, both public and private, betrayed the students 
by their neglect of this issue. 

Compare for a moment the campaigns for the major 

offices which took place in early February, or even 

the elections for minor offices later that month, with 
the campaigns these politicians ran to pass the Student 
Bill of Rights. 

This contrast clearly demonstrates that the officers 
who earlier pledged to work for the students were 
more interested, at least in this case, in occupying 
the positions they ran for than in using them for the 
betterment of the students. 

For example, where was Student Body President 
Jim Groot the week before Wednesday's election? 

Where was he when the election plan, stipulating 
only four polling places, was submitted a week in 
advance of the voting. 

He was in Miami campaigning for Robert King 
High. 

With this leadership gap evident, where was Larry 
Gonzalez, the vice president and president-elect? 
Did he step in to fUl this gap? 
Not until the last minute. 

The night before the election he sent a memorandum 
to "all living organizations'* and a few speakers went 
out. 

How does he justify this paltry effort? 

After first telling us that his fraternity brothers 
were too tired to do anything because of the previous 
elections, he said in a remarkable display of solidar- 
ity with the Groot administration, "Besides, if I had 
been student body president, 1 would never have called 
the referendum for this time anyway." 

Gonzalez is now the student body president and will 
have his chance to show if he can get the job done.

1 suppose that one of the purposes 
of the student evaluation Is to direct 
the attention of incoming students 
to the best teachers and courses. I 
profoundly regret, therefore, that 
such fascinating and important 
courses as Chinese language have 
been excluded automaticaUy on the 
ground that they are taken by less 
than 10 students.

There has been much comment re- 
cently about the student protests 
which hinder rather than he^ their 
country. Yet, a positive resu lt of 
student protest may have ocoirxed 
recently in Indonesia. 

Interest in Southeast Asia shifted 
from Vietnam to Indonesia lastwedc. 
There, military officials and stu- 
dents demanded the abdication of 
Sukarno, Indonesia's ardently na- 
tionalistic leader. 

This year he cracked down on anti- 
communists and trfed to close the 
University of Indonesia after student 
disapproval. In October, he was 

accused of being involved In an at- 
tempted Communist coup planned by 
his foreign minister and Red China. 
Of course, Sukarno may not have 
surrendered his power at all. His 
successor may be merely a figure- 
head or he may have real power. 
Even if the new leader, Suharto, 
haspower.he must still manipulate 
Indonesia's difficult affairs of state. 
Suharto is an able mUitary leader 
but whether he is an equally skUled 
diplomat has yet to be seen. Su- 
harto has already tightened control 
by CMiflnlng Sukarno and his for- 
eign minister and dissolving the 
Conununlst party. This is particu- 
larly Important because the Indone- 
sian party Is the world's largest 
outside the Communist bloc. 
Suharto's predecessor is known for 
clever political strategy. It might 
be advantageous for Sukarno to dis- 
appear at ibis time and return later. 
If the new leader cannot solve dlffl- 



cult problems, Sukarno could return 
as hero. 

Of course, Sukarno Is aging, but 
be Is younger than several govern- 
ment heads like De Gaulle. Though 
miUttary officials turned against him 
these generals may change their 
minds. 

There are two big obstacles to 
Sukarno's return. One Is strong stu- 
dent opposition which will take a 
whUe to subdue. The other is a 
probable purge of Communist offi- 
cials to high government places. 
While Sukarno Is not a Communist, 

much of Ms «Won comes from 

far-left groups. 
The latter posslblUty worries Su- 
karno's former foreign minister, 
Subandrlo. Subandrio put his fortune 
In Swiss banks Incase he should have 
to leave the country suddenly. 
For a time, the fuse seents tohave 
been separated from the powder keg 
of one Southeast Asian country. 
However, a difficult situation could 
complicate the already complicated 
diplomacy of that area. Sukarno has 
warned, "1 will fight and crush any 
attempts to topple me." 
If protests in Indonesia have been 
effective, the students and military 
leaders may have brought new sta- 
bility and peace to the government. 
If not, the protestors may have no 
more success than the American 
leftists at Berkeley. Sadly, the In- 
donesians will have faUed at a far 
greater price, trying to save their 
country from Communism and 
chaos.

In fact, is tantamount to 
beii« a contribution to this organ- 
ization. 

If one pays this admission charge, 
and If one does not agree with the 
Ideas promulgated by the Birch 
Society, then how does one go about

Free Press 



To function effectively in a specialized field it is 
necessary to understand the jargon and pecullarlzed 
definitions of language used by that specialty. After 
reading the editorial in Friday's "Tallahassee Demo- 
crat" it would seem that editorial writing has become 
such a field with its own peculiar in-group definitions 
for ordinary language. 

On the surface the editorial seems to do little more 
than state some obvious facts about the natu.^'e of 
subsidized college newspapers. Because they are 
financed by the university, the papers must be subject 
to university supervision and cannot be considered 
free. The papers must be responsible to their publishers. 

This is indeed the situation on both the FSU and U of F 
campuses. Neither paper is free in the sense of being 
financially independent and both are supervised by 
publication boards consisting of faculty and students. 

In making these observations, though, the "Democrat" 
appears to be using in a particular, jargonese fashion 
the terms "free press" and "responsible" M^ichseem 
to translate **ttie college paper should be the meek and 
mild, miiffled apologist for the administration". 

Such a definition ignores the first responsibility of 
any newspaper — to present the truth to its readers and 
to act as a catalyst for forming public opinion. It also 
ignores the first responsibility of the university — to 
stimulate the student's search for the truth in all areas 
of his life and encourage him to not accept convenient 
fictions. 

In meeting this responsibility, the publisher assures 
the college paper freedom of honest, fair inquiry into all 
sectors of the university community. Furthermore, the 
publisher — precisely because the paper is subsidized 
by all students — guarantees the right to an open forum 
for all rai^s of student opinion from Young Americans 
for Freedom to the Vietnam Stady Group. 

This kind of arrangement for the subsidized (as 
opposed to the independently financed) college press, 
best serves good journalism and good education.

Marijuana Not NarctOics ''Good Gu\\ 



With the recent installation of the Student Government 
officers, includincj those in the judicial branch, it would 
seem to be an apropos time to make a few observations 
on the principles that have determined the actions of 
campus judicial bodies in the past. 

In previous court systems, and most particularly in 
the lower courts, the guiding pi-emise has seemedto be: 
"If someone is sent to us they are guilty and must be 
punished no matter how mitigating the circumstances, 
no matter how meaningless the violation." 

This attitude has effectively shifted the court system 
from being a judicial body to being a society of execu- 
tioners who do nothing more than consult a "Guide Book 
to Torture and Minor Punishment" and administer that 
action M^iich is prescribed as appropriate for the parti- 
cular offense. 

Such a concept of judiciary has completely ignored 
the basic idsa of a judge as one who applies the abstract 
principle of justice as embodied in a certain law to a 
particular case. 

The judge must decide whether or not the law can and 
should be applied to a particular case, andto what extent 
the defendant should be prosecuted; in short,to dete r m i ne 
if the social good the law was meant to support has baen 
violated, or only some chance, meaningless and mrnor 
intrusion on the rigid letter of the law has occurred. 

The concepts of justice and mercy to advance the good 
of society and protect society's individual members is 
the true basis of any judicial system, not the rigid adher- 
ence to the WRITTEN LAW. 

Along with a copy of the social regulations of FSU. the 
newly -installed justices, to keep this in m:nd. m-.ght 
also have at hand a copy of Portia's plea from "the 
Merchant of Venice": 

The quality of mercy is not strained. 
It droppeth as the gentle rain from heaven 
Upon the place beneath. It is twice blest; 
It blesseth him that gives and him that takes. 
'Tis mightiest in the mightiest. It becomes 
The throned monarch better than his crown. 
His scepter shows the force of temporal power. 
The attribute to awe and majesty 
Wherein doth sit the dread and fear of kings. 
But mercy is above this sceptered sway. 
It is an attribute to God himself. 
And earthly power doth then show likest God's 
When msrcy seasons justice. Therefore, Jew, 
Though justice be thy plea, consider this. 
That in the course of justice none of us 
Should see salvation. We do pray for mercy 
And that same prayer doth teach us all to render 
The deeds of mercy. 



To the Editor:

Mr. Weimer says that my 
state:!. en' tha' narcorics pr'jduce an 
"unnatural induced realm if fan- 
tasy" is "rather naive." Certainly 
dreams are fantasies, but 1 don't 
think I had quite this in mind, .\fter 
all, Shakespeare said in "The Tem- 
pest" that "we are such stuff as 
dreams are made of." So .w'lat do 
we do — ban dreaming? Certainly 
movies and no.els Indur; fantasies - 
shall we ban movies and r.' .els II '' 
1 d'in't think I had quite this in mind 
either. 

The point is that fhe fantasies that 
alcohol and narcotics induce have 
been indirectly responsible for 
crime and law-breaking. There has 
been many a little girl killed by 
the grinding wheels of an automobile 
driven by someone wiio was intoxi- 
cated. We know that reports have 
been written concerning people who 
have robbed and murdered while 
under the influence of narcotics. 
This is the very reason addicts do 
these things — in order to get more 
money to buy their dnigs, or to kill 
someone aJjout to expose them or 
their deplorable condition. 

One other point Mr. Weimer. You 
tell me not to tie too critical until 
one has Investigated all the facts. 



1 agree with you and I have done 
Just that. I am about to present an 
article which will reveal the other 
side ii> the marijuana question. 

While in the university library the 
other night, 1 came upon some very 
enlightening information on mari- 
juana from the Feb. 1966 issue of 
the "Journal of the American Col- 
lie Health Assn." In that magazine 
was an article entitled "A Doctor 
Speaks of Marijuana and Other 
Drugs." The author was WlUard 
Dalrymple, M.D., the Director of 
the Princeton University HealthSer- 
vlce. Below are excerpts taken from 
this article. 

First, Mr. Weimer, you say that 
there are no hang-over or sickly 
feeling side effects. This is not quite 
true. Dr. Dalrymple makes the fol- 
lowing statements: 

"Every individual will respond dif- 
ferently to marijuana, and perhaps 
a little differently every time he 
smokes it . . . some people will be- 
come nauseated and vomit, though 
this Is mostly from smoking too 
much. Sure, If you use it regularly 
and get so that you can regulate 
your Intake fairly accurately, then 
you may oe able to predict your 
resulting sensations fairly accur- 
ately. And most people will have 
some sort of Impression of sensa- 
tions being heightened, music made 
n. re enj -yable, colors and forms 
more beautiful, time passing more 
slowly so that they will have rriore 
control over it, and so on. In point 
of fact, though, impartial observers 
often think you are not more, but 
lesh efficient under the influence 
of marijuana. You feel superior but 
actually seem rather silly and child- 
like in your talk, and in general 
there's a false self-confidence which 
may go as far as delusions of 
grandeur." 

Secondly, Mr. Weimer, you ask 
what about addiction. You say that 
marijuana is pfaysically non-addlc- 



tive. Maybe not, but wli;r a: 
chic addiction — yi-uf^iledtc : 
this. Dr. Dalrymple says: 

"You can become addicted in l 
physical way not only to heroin s 
opium but to more easily obtain 
drugs such as barbiturates and a 
phetamines, although no; so e; 
or so severly. SomeaL hjiicssf 
to become addicted to alc.hol, 
even tobacco setn;s tij pruduce 
true physical dependence in soml 
Marijuana can make people Illceli 
effects so much that enjoying thcJ 
effects becomes one of their mal 
purposes of life. This can

Re: Son of the Vietnam Study Group 
or . . . How I learned to Stop Worry- 
ing and Love the Comintern 

A phenomena has risen of late at 
FSU which should delight and has 
delighted many a social scientist in 
residence here. 1 speak of the Viet- 
nam Study Group. The name Itself 
conjures sounds of bugles blowing 
(somewhat akin to that of a banzai 
charge). Feeling that the group has 
great unrealized potential value, I 
would like to put forth a few Ideas 
which 1 feel could be of untold bene- 
fit to the group and which should be 
adopted by it, lest It go the way of 
the ilWated Committee for Im- 
provement of Japanese-American 
Relations founded in late December 
of 1941. If followed, the VSG can 
go only one place. 

The first suggestion would be the 
formation of a Vlemam Sudy Group 
Study Croup.

Etonentary Writing 408— A course 
which explains the methods of VSG 
writing.

Utile credit, as ail that would be 
Involved would be to memorize the 
following line: "The following arti- 
cle appeared In Mao Tse Tung's 
book entitled 'You Never Had it so 
Good or... A Microphone In Ever>' 
Pot.* " Since the VSG seems to lack 
the ability to think for itself, this 
has proven to tie a very effective 
method c( prasentlng Its views. 

Elementary Thinking 1-2-3 — A 
course which would Instruct the stu- 
dent in taking the naivete of an 
eight-year-old and applying it to the 
problems of today's Vietnam. This 
will be taught by Staughton Lynd. 

Naivete 126 — A course which 
would instruct the student In such 
matters as: being surprised that 
people are killed and tortured during 
wartime; being shocked that villages 
are burned down because the enemy 
is thought to be there; and citing 
the Geneva accords when the US 
forces gas some people to tempor- 
arily stun Instead of killing them. 
This would be taught by either 
Shirley Temple or Wayne Morse. 

My second and last suggestion is 
that the VSGSG raise money to send 
the VSG to Vietnam to study the 
situation first hand. I once saw a 
fellow with a jacket which said on

creased their susceptibility to 
addiction, their taste for thrills, 
and the decline of their will power? 
Or did they start with marijuana be- 
cause it was cheaper than heroin 
and more available, and because it's 
easier to walk before running70nce 
again, I think that escalation Is un- 
likely to happen to the average col- 
lege student, who presumably has 
more stability than those culturally 
deprived persons who are especially 
susceptible, but it is a possibility 
and is another ai-gument against 
legalizing marijuana."

"... Prison terms of up to 15 years 
have been Imposed merely for pos- 
session of one marijuana cigarette.

planning a quiet, private get- 
together with n.j reason for the 
police or anybody to know about It? 

'Their determination should cer- 
tainly make it safer but even suppo- 
sing you know yourself so well that 
you are absolutely certain how you 
will behave — and which une of us 
knows himself that well? — can you 
be sure about your friends ? . . . Many 
and most episodes of marijuana 
smoking will go undetected by auth- 
orities of any kind. But occasionally 
our control of circumstances turns 
out to be less complete than antici- 
pated. Then the event may become 
public knowledge with extremely 
embarrassing consequences to the 
Individual, his family, and his Insti- 
tution, evtn if the cue doean't 
actually come to court. 

"And, of course, the psychosocial 
nature of drug use, even marijuana, 
increases the risk of the event's 
becomiqg public. Those who use 
such agents tend to have less-than- 
average control over their impulses 
to start with. One or more members 
of a group Imhilglng in marlJUHU 
occasionally bring the group's acti- 
vity into public realm inadvertently. 
Let's sivpose diere will be girls 
involved. 1 certainly cu't prove this, 
but there is no doubt In my mhid 
that young men and women who 
smoke marijuana together are likely 
to have less resistance to die idea 
of going to bed together and are 
likely to be less careful about the 
results. If they are not prepared to 
get married, the situation can be- 
come black Indeed for the student, 
his girl, their families, and the uni- 
versity. Society, and particularly 
the girl's parents, are going to 
ignore the fact that marijuana im- 
pairs value judgment less than alco- 
hol and that on the whole marijuana 
predisposes more to contcmpUtion 
than action." 

I think, Mr. Weimer, that the un- 
certainties have been cleared up. 
After taking the word of a doctor, 
1 don't see how anyone couid be any- 
thing less than critical.

We set out to ruin 
some ball bearings and 
failed successfully

The Intercollegiate Athletic funds 
were cut by $6,900 from $175,000

Once again the Student Senate has adjourned for the 
trimester without acting on the judicial reforms which 
have been promised the students since February of 1965 
and the promise of which has carried the University 
Party and its leaders through at least four elections. 

What happened to our tireless leaders who daily ex- 
haust themselves in the service of the student bo<fy? 

In spite of the fact that one would think such an im- 
portant piece of reform legislation would have received 
early and intense consideration from both the executive 
and the legislative branches, apologists for Student 
Government incompetence will undoubtedly attempt to 
anesthetize the students suffering under the existing 
system by pointing out that the bill has finally been 
written, and that after all. people in Student Govern- 
ment are very busy (and if we just keep electing these 
people something is bound to happen). 

It would be more appropriate to begin by admitting 
that even thou^rh the bill may be passed next fall, the 
actual implementation of the reforms will be almost 
impossible before the fall of 1967. 

Secondly, we cannot forget the quorumless and 
quickie senates ( the latter resulting from the loss of.

busy that they don't even have time to attend senate 

meetings. 

Besides this, the University Party from which these 
promises originated has enough people in senate to con- 
stitute a quorum all by itself. 

It all m.akes one think that perhaps these politicians 
are trying to set some sort of record for reaping pol- 
itical hay from the same issue. 

On the other hand, it m?.y be that the new administra- 
tion will finally pilt his party to work on this issue. We 
hope so. 

The promises are many, the need great.

they held a tally which 
lasted for about ^ hours. 

In a message to various 
organisations of North Viet- 
nam, the organisers of the 
march pointed out that the 
4-point stand of the Govern- 
ment of the Democratic Re- 
public of Vietnam was the 
only correct basis for a solu- 
tion to the Vietnam question. 

120 Canadians representing 
their compatriots in Ontario 
also participated in the 
march. 

A national peace conven- 
tion was opened on Novem- 
ber 26 in Washington by the 
National Co-ordinating Com- 
mittee to end the war in Viet- 
nam to seek measures to 
oppose the U.S. aggressive 
war in Vietnam. The Con- 
vention was attended by Soo 
representatives of 140 social 
organisations in the U.S.A. 
It adjourned after its openinc; 
lor the participants to join 
the ma ri ll. 

I'rank ICinspack, President

Revolution In SE Asia Will Spreai 



With but one day left in the "Flambeau" publishing 
career of a nucleus staff vdiich has witnessed the great 
events of FSU's history over the past four years, it 
would seem natural that we would wish to make a few 
observations about the University: to impart a bit of 
wisdom to posterity garnered from our experience as 
head-bangers of walls. 

* FSU seems best characterized as a bastion of Am- 
erican middle classism struggling to maintain moral 
and educational mediocrity. 

* Tne main practical curriculum offered and taught by 
members of the University hierarchy is multiple levels 
of equivocation. 

* If the Christian churches of the community haven't 
fully instilled the idea of hum-lity into the student, then 
the University will finish the job through example- 
bending to the will of ignorance and bigotry found in 
the "environmental" area. 

* Progressive ideas are praiseworthy and admired; 
progressive actions are hasty and ill-timed. 

* Too often the motto for thia institution is not e*i- 
cate, but indoctrinate. 

* Any ideas encountered in the classroom are purely 
academic and should have no practical function in the 
student's life and thinking inside or outside the Uni- 
versity. 

We haven't quit this University to find the promised 
land (as so many have "suggested" we do) because 
we have held to the belief that FSU has the potential 
to be the Great University it should be. Such a dream 
is possible only through the efforts of students, fac- 
ulty, administration and alumni. 

We still think so. 



In an anicle reproduced in the 
"Flambeau" March 31, Dr.Malcom 
Caldwell of the School of Oriental 
and African Studies uf London Uni- 
versity Is r^rted to have made a 
number of comments concemii^ the 
Vieaam situation which seem to 
belie his ^ipsrent academic stand- 
ing. He believes that the "domino" 
theory and US policy rest on three 
assumptions: containment of Chinese 
aggressiveness and expansionism 
by f rce if the . nly p-ssiblllty; 
otner CMnmunis: regimes In Asia 
are puppets of China; and that non- 
aligned countries slide toward com- 
munism and, thus, to condone neu- 
tralism is to condone unilateral 
American surrender. There is a 
difference, of course, between words 
and deeds, between what the Chinese 
say they intend to do and what they 
will do if not agitated, but on what 
basis do we make the distinction? 
True, it has been mainly Chinese 
words that have been aggressive as 
she speaks of her support of "world 
revolution," although I cannot re- 
move all blame from the heads of 
the Chinese for their action InNorth 
Korea as Caldwell seems to do. 
Using his own apparent values, be 
would have to point out to me the 
moment at which the UN forces 
attacked China proper to justify the 
Chinese intervention in Korea. 
Then too, despite the differences 
of the situation, the analogy of the 
challenge of Hitler and the Nazis 
before World War II, with their 
threats of aggressiveness, might 
have some validity. How is it decided 
tliat words are not Intent, that Intent 
won't become action? This is the 
dilemma that US policy-makers have 
to face. 

Let us assume for a moment that 
CaldweU is correct, that China Is 



not aggressive, despite its words, the line drawn on Caldwell'c ,

Undoubtedly, Washington policy- 
makers have exaggerated the 
susceptibility of neutral states to 
communism, much as Caldwell pro- 
claims. The problem, though, is that 
the officials are making speculations 
on the future, not on the past. What 
effect would an all-communist Viet- 
nam have on the people of the god- 
king Sihanouk in Cambodia, or on a 
half -neutral, half -communist Laos? 
None, Caldwell seems to imply in 
repudiating his conception of the 

"domino" theory. But again we must 
return to the first considerations 
which he mentioned as relevant 
to the theory, that the spread of com- 
munism through revolution is only

Then he must show that communism 
will not institute itself among peo- 
ples who have no experience or 
conception of how to run a function- 
ing democracy, where some sort of 
authoritarian rule has been the way 
of life for thousands of years until 
we, democrats and communists, 
came to tell them that their way 
was wrong and that the penalty for 
not accepting one of those two ways 
of life was the odier.

It seems only artistically fitting and just that on the

should be appointed for the University. 

The appointment adds a touch of poetic envelopment to 
a term — or re^, as somepec^le w>uldhave it — that has 
witnessed massive turnovers in administrative 
positions: a new president of the University, two 
chains in the dean of students, a new registrar and a 
new director of the Placement Off ice as well as changes 
in the director of financial aid. director of University 
relations, director of information services, two Union 
directors, etc. 

One of the consequences of the unusual situation has 
been that the ordinary positions of disjointed student 
activities versus continuous administrative action have 
been somewhat reversed or at least put on an equal 
footing with both administrative and student efforts 
handicapped by lack of continuity in the upper echelons. 

While it is academically satisfying to recline on a 
cloud above Olympus and contemplate the irony of a 
Student editor holding his job through all these changes, 
and therefore knowing as much about the University's 
operation and direction as many of the new administra- 
tors, it is also very disturbing vrfien one considers the 
effect this constant shuffling has on the institution. 

Because the president and the dean of students as well 
as the other administrators play major roles in shaping 
the image, tone and philosophy of the University, the 
frequent changes in these positions tend to cause the 
University to drift, to do what is expedient without 
basing decisions on a well-thought-out, consistent 
philosophy of education for the particular institution. 

With the inauguration of Dr. John Champion this year 
and the appointment of Dr. John Carey as dean of stu- 
dents, perhaps the drifting of the past three years is 
at an end — if these men will stay a while.
